A Lutheran minister who, with 
a band of Germans, came over to 
this country about a century ago, 
in order to be able better to prac- 
tice what they regarded as the 
true form of Lutheranism, became

He knew that Mary was most 
dear to God, the greatest of all 
saints, that Christ had committed 
mankind in the person of St. John 
to her while expiring on the cross.
